THE MOTHER’S RIGHT. 

In striking language Mrs. Emily McDou- 
gald, one of the most prominent club women 
of the city, speaks in a card published today 
of the participating and inalienable right a 
mother: should have in the administrative 
details attending the education of her child. 

The right of the mother, who knows the 
child as no one.else does, to have a voice in 
determining the conditions under which it 
shall be fitted for life, is one of her central 
principles. 

Whatever may be said for woma 
frage in the abstract, the whole world is 
coming to the theory that woman has a right 
to be represented in the administration of 
matters directly affecting her children. 

Mrs. MeDougald rightly asks that the 
mothers of Atlanta be given representation 
on the board of education, or in any other 
municipal activity where the welfare or the 
education of her child is concerned. 

The plan is followed in New York, Chi- 
cago, the New England states, in Virginia, 
in the west. The principle that the mother 
is entitled to share in the shaping of the 
plans for the future of her children is daily 
gaining wider recognition. If we pretend to 
be up to date, why not in Atlanta? 

Mrs. McDougald shows an _ intimate 
knowledge of the shortcomings of the pres- 
ent system and its inevitable culmination in 
stagnaittion unless remedied. And she indi- 
cates the Already we have the 
board of lady and the parent- 
teacher associations, but that is not enough.
